many, Franee, Switzerfand and other
European countries. Some are of the
cheap variety, while others are minia-
ture works of art.

Under the terms of the Dingley tar-
iff law, souvenir postal cards are elass-
ified as “printed matter” with duty at
the rate of 25 per eent ad valorem. The
importers, however, are contending for
4 lower rate. The importers pay the as-
sesement of 25 per cent demanded by col-
lector and file an appeal with the lower
customs tribunal. Ome of the favorits
claimg relied upon by the importers is
that the postal cards are dutiable at
only 5 cents per pound under the pro-
visions in the tariff law for “lithograph-
ie prints.” The records of the board of
appraisers show that many importers
are successful in getting the collectors’
assessment cut to the low rates provid-
ed for lithographie prints,

Another frultful ease of strife with
the tregsury officials have to do with the
question of foreign market value of the
cards. Many of those sen* tn this poun.
try are purchased in job lots and in other
ways which make correct appraisements
difficult. Practically all postal card re-
appraisements are made by General ap-
praiser Fisher,
